, that beirig contrary to the Jaws 
of ott organizations, and expressly 
forbidden by their executive officers. 
That appears to be the attitude of the 
exetutives of international labor .or- 
ganizations generally, Yet members 
of many of these organizations have 
gone out in obedience to the orders of 
the ‘local Trades and Labor council, 
either without permissioh from head- 
quarters or in defiance of orders not 
to strike. That of course, is primary 
the business of the parties concerned 
and what may follow in the way of 
disciplinary measures from the inter- 
national bodies is their affair. But 
go far as the public are concerned, the 
effect is to raise a question as to the 
validity of agreements made by mem- 
bers of an international organization. 
If these agreements are subject to 
violation on orders of a local Trades 
council which was not a party to them, 
and in defiance or withowt permigsion 
of the executive bodies of the organ- 
izations, how mych: dependence can be 
placed in such agreements in future? 
The whole question of whether trade 
contracts are binding contracts or on- 
ly scraps of paper is thus raised. 
This “sympathetic strike looks very 
much as though it were directed ag- 
ainst the international labor unions, 
rather than the employing class. If 
members of such unions can be got to 
ignore or defy their chief executives 
and go out in obedience to some other 
authority, they thereby become out- 
laws; and, having lost both public con- 
fidence and material backing of inter- 
national, will be at the mercy of the 
“Reds.” The sensible course for the 
men who now find themselves in that 
position would seem to be to get back 
on the job.

Other Nations lining] Labor and Capital. 


up for Prohibition. 


‘Edmonton, .Jay 20th—The views of 
many foreign nations relative to pro- 
hibition movement were expressed at 
the meeting held in the First Preaby- 
terian Church last night, which was 
well attended, considering the inclem- 
ent night. 

All the speakers on the platforms 
were confident of the future of. the 
“dry movement.” The meeting was 
presided over by H. H. Hull, 

Monsieur Jean La Fort a veteran 
“poilu” of the French forces and who 
was a prisoner of war in Germany, 
was the first speaker. M. La Fort, is 
the representative of the French gov- 
ernment and the anti-saloon league. 
In broken English the visitor praised 
the part Canada had played in the 
war and expressed the desire that 
they would continue to assist in the 
eampaign the anti-alcoholic league 
were now putting on in France, 

A detailed account of the prohib- 
ition movement in Scotland was re- 
lated by Rev, Allison, of Glasgow, 
who also stated that he hoped Scot- 
land would be the firat of the British 
Isles to go dry. 

“Prohibition is a severe measure but 
measures require severe remedies,” 
declared Mr. Gailey of Belfast. 

Representatives of the Scandinav- 
ian countries, Rev. Mr. Osterlund, was 
the next on the: platform and gave 
a detailed account of Iceland and the 
movement. Iceland was _ the first 
country to go dry, prohibition being 
marked on the-statute books in 1919. 
When the measure came up before 
the King of Denmark for his. signa- 
ture, as Iceland is a province of that 
j country, the monarch remarked that 
he hoped he would have the pleasure 
of in a short time affixing his signa- 
ture to a similar document in Den- 
mark. After his return to Sweden, 
his native country. Rev. Osterlun1 
stated a campaign would be inaugur- 
ated for prohibition. 

After serving three years on the It- 
alian front with that army, Capt. 
Caccitetro spoke as the delegate from 
Italy. The captain’s remarks were 
rather short owing to-the fact that 
the members had to leave on the nine 
o’clock train for Saskatoon. 

If the hopes of,the Rev. John Daw- 

son, field secretary for the prohibi- 
tion forces in New Zealand come. true, 
that section of the British Empire will 
be dry as the proverbail boye*be 
fore the citizens ‘of this city sit down 
to the Christmas table. 
\ The field secretary of the Dominion 
Alliance, Dr. Oaten, who is in charge 
of the party on its wéstern tour, was 
the next speaker and stated the ob- 
ject of the tour is to get impressions 
as to how the movement is progress- 
ing. There are-four delegations now 
touring the western states and Can- 
ada, and all were larger than the one 
present in this city. The tour eom- 
menced directly,.after the Dominion 
conference which ,was held in Toronto 
on May 22nd. The tour will wind up 
in Washington, where all delegates 
will attend the world-wide convention 
for prohibition. 

During the morning the delegates 
made a tour of the city in automobiles 
and also visited the University of Al- 
berta under the direction of Registrar 
E. Race and Professor Sheldon. All 
the visitor expressed delight at the 
facilities for education in northern Al- 
berta. They also paid a visit to the 
government buildings and were after- 
prerae the guests of Premier Stewart 
at a luncheon in the Macdonald. , 
| The benefit of the prohibitory liq- 
uor' laws as it affected the city of Ed- 
monton and surrounding country was 
the keynote of several addresses de- 
livered by prominent citizens in First 
Presbyterian church Thursday after- 
‘noon for the information of Temper- 
ance delegates from various European 
countries who are gathering firsthand 
information oa prohibition in prin- 
ciple and practice. 

There were present representatives 
from Italy, France, Ireland, New 
Zealand, Scandinavian and _ other 
countries who are on a mission of se 
curing data for their respective coun- 
tries on the prohibition laws of the 
various countries and states of the 
American continent. 

The meeting was held under the au- 
Spices of the Edmonton brangh of the 
Alberta Social Service league and was 
presided over by H. H. Hull, being ad- 
dressed by Bishop Gray, who gave the 
Anglican point of view on the prohib- 
: law; W. G. Carpenter, who dis- 


cussed the question from a_ stand- 
point of education; Magistrate Mrs. 
Murphy in its relation to crime; A. 
M. MacDonald from the standpoint of 
better home conditions for children; 
Mr. Soott from the labor point of 
view; Miss Chatham from the reecue 
work standpoint; Dr. H. R. Smith, 
from the Medical viewpoint, and Mr. 
Hull from the business man’s stand- 
point. All of these were convinced 
that conditions were so improved und- 
er the prohibitory law that it would 
be nothing short of disaster to go back 
to the open bar again.

Capital is a necessity of industry, 
but the activity of capital must be re- 
gulated and its profits kept within 
bounds, It must bear the chief bur- 
den of taxation. It must be harnes- 
sed and worked for the common good. 

A world without capital would be a 
world without work. A world in 
which a hundredth part of the peo- 
ple now living well would find it diff- 
icult to exist. — - 

But if capital is destroyed by its 
profits being cut off it cannot work for 
anyone, or do anyone any good. 

Capital is like intoxicating liquor. 
It is not the use but the abuse that 
is objectionable and dangerous to the 
community.

The Growing Season Begins 
The long looked for and much long- 
ed-for rain has come, and is none the 
ess welcome because in part the down- 
fall arrived in the form of snow. This 
will- provide a covering for tender 
plants in the event of frost, while in 
the thawing process the ground will 
get a more thorough soaking than had 
the same amount of moisture fallen 
in the liquid form. The snow, too 
will effectually extinguish the forest 
fires which have been burning in ma- 
ny districts for weeks past, and with 
the stimulus given to vegetation there 
should be no more trouble from this 
source.

Returning Men Willing To ACt If 
Required To 

Halifax, May 29—All members of 
the Canadian corps cavaly brigade 
consisting of the Fort Garry Horse, 
the Strathcona Horse, Winnipeg, and 
the Royal Canadian Dragoons, Toron- 
to, have been invited to volunteer for 
strike duty in case the need arises. 
Shortly after the Carmania docked 
this morning an invitation reached the 
responsible officers, which had the ef- 
fect of holding up the disembarking 
of men aboard the liner. 

The troops were informed that their 
services might be required for the fur- 
ther purpose of preserving law and 
order in Canada and volunteers have 
been called for. They were told that 
they would not be used as strike brea- 
kers and that they would first be giv- 
en furlough. 

It is understood it is the intention 
to send the Strathcona Horse to Cal- 
gary, the Fort Gary to Winnipeg and 
the Dragoons to Toronto for service 
if needed. Most of the men have ex- 
pressed their willingness to serve if 
required to do so.

$2000 for Soldiers 
Is Net Too Much 


“Cc 
divery Canadian Soldier who 
answered the call for men and 


went overseas and helped to make 
possible the defeat of Germany 
and her Allies is deserving of the 
52000 being asked by the Veterans, 
and they should get it without 
much guibbling. True, the total 
amount to be raised by Canada for 
this purpose will be au evormous 
sum of money, but no greater than 
the sum would have been had the 
War continued another year or 
two, and we think the Canadian 
people are prepared to pay for 
peace what they would have, to 
pay for war. It does not séem 
fair that to receive any assistance 
from the country a soldier must 
go on a farm, as the wajority of 
our boys are not farmers, and ha- 
ve no inclination in that direction. 
The chanees are that a very large 


took up the land scheme, would 
not make suecessful farmers, and 
in every case of failure the ecoun- 
try weuld be out several times the 
thousand dollars asked for. Many 
of the Veterans wish to enter some 
business, and $2000 cash would,go 
a long way towards helping them 
in this direction.

Héalth Inspection in Schools - 
—-0-— 

It is of prime importance that 
school trusteés should avail them. | 
selves of the services of the Public 
Health Nurses, who, next week, ! 
shall be stationed in different cen. ' 
tres in the Provinee to condnet 


child welfare stations and to in- 
spect the children attending 
school. Although for years it has 


been optional with the trustees in 


rural school districts to have mé-' 
dical inspection of the children at- 


tending school, but a small per- 
centage of the schools have been 
so inspected. To render this ser- 
vice more general and at the same 
time to reduce the expense of the 
School Districts, Registered nuts- 
es, by means of a special course 
of instruction given at the Provin- 
cial University, are being qualifi- 
ed to do this work. In the various 
cities towns and villages through- 
out Canada where there is inspec- 
tion of schools by doctors and nur- 
ses, about forty percent of the 
children are found to have ailm- 
ents that are prejudicial to health. 
Although the Legislature did not 
make such inspection compulsory 
in rural school, it is inconceivable 
any board within striking dis- 
tance of where a Nurse-inspector 
is located will do aught else ex- 
cept send-~a request at once that 
the school be inspected. The De- 
partinent of Health is bearing ab- 
out one-half of the whole expense. 

It trains the nurses, pays their 
salaries, and living expenses, and 
the school distret is asked to pay 
only a maximum of $20.00 with a 
minimum of $10.00 for such —in- 
spection of all children attending 
any rural school. There is heavy 
demand from various parts of the 
province for such inspection. 
There are only twelve such spec- 
ially trained uurses in the Provin- 
ce. Ten will be placed at partic- 
ular centres and two will probab- 
ly be given cach a roving commis 
S101. 

The necessity of such inspec 
tion may be illustrated by the av 
erage result of such inspection in 
1910 of the schools of ten leading 
cities in the United States, where 
on an average of 1000 children in- 


were defects and ailmentsactualy 
injurious to health at the time of 
inspection in the following num- 
ber of children, as to teeth 415, 
throat 201, eyes 153, nose 108, 
glands 118, ears 30. 


Professor Osler, recently add- 


in London, England, said ‘‘If I 
were asked whether more physical 
deterioration was produced by al- 
cohol or by defeetive teeth, I 
should say by defective teeth.”’ 

If sehool trustees are in doubt 
as to the beneficial result of the 
inspection of their schorl by a nur- 
se-inspector, they aire advised to 
write the Secretary Treasurer of 
any school thus far inspected. 
There were only four such nurses 
heretofore qualified. hey — in- 
spected a number of schools last , 
year and these, among others, 
Coaldale, Consolidated, Crystal 
Lake, Beaver, Pioncer, ete., near 
Lethbridge; Scottfield Consolid- 
ated, Rainbow, Keystone, ‘and 
others near Youngstown; Killam, 
Poplar Park, Asquith, ete., at or 
near Killam; Vermillion, Centre, 
New-Mannville, Lowling Green, 
ete., at or near Verinillion. 

Several towns and villages are 
now co-operating with the trustees 
of surroundidng districts so that 
a nurse may be stationed to con- 
duct child welfare work and to in- 
spect the schools and give health 
talks in every district. The minis- 
ter of Health has found that while 
the fee of from $10.00 to $20.00 ac- 
cording to attendance is consider- 
ed very reasonable as to rural 
school districts; straight maxim- 
um charge of $20.00 per room in 
the towns and villages is consider- 
ed excessive and the Minister ag- 
rees that it is excessive. He has | 
therefore written parties interes- 
ted and stated that for their effort 
in co-ordinating the work that to 
any town or village that secures 
cv-operation of at least ten a 
school districts, that is inspection 
and furnishing transportation for 
the nurse, he will allow such vil- 
lage a deduction and the amount 
such town or village will be forced 
to pay will be $20.00 for the first 
room and only $10.00 for each 
other room. Thus in a five-room 
village or town school the pay- 
ment-will be $60.00 (not $100.00). 
The minister holds that he ean 
observe the Statute by giving the 
trustees a receipt for the remain- 
ing $40.00 for services rendered 
the Department and similarly in 
all cases, no matter what is the 
number of rooms, It should be 
clearly understood however, that 
no nurse will be placed at any 
centre to do child welfare work, 
except in connection with school 
inspection. It is hoped that the 
eight graduating nurses will com- 
mence work next Monday. 

The average parent in the pro- 
vince of Alberta is alive to the nec 
essity of thorough inspection of 
all school children, lest one of his 
children may be desk-mate to a 
child afflicted with a com- 
municable or other disease. Tn 
some school districts it has been 
found that there are forty rate- 
payers and only a few children at 
tending school, therefore the min 


imum fee of $10.00 applies and 
therefore the cost to cach rate- 
payer is but 25 cents. It seems 


quite clear that as to any trustee 
who does not bestir himself and 
immediately arrange to have his 
school inspected, his service as a 
trustee will not long be required 
in the district Requests have 
come from several districts to re 
call trustees who are uot active 
in taking steps to secure school in
